Banks Told To Turn Over 
Alfonso’s Property; In« 
vestigation of Royal 
Records Launched. 


MADRID, May 13.—4)—Follow- 
ing further anti-clerical riots in Spain 
today, the government tonight decreed 
the confiscation of the private prop- 
erty cf Alfonso, pending an investi- 
getion, and commanded provincial gov- 
ernors to use the strictest measures 
to restore order. 

Meanwhile Cardinal Primate Le- 
gura, Catholic archbishop of Toledo, 
whoge pastorai letter created a stir 
over a week ago, had crossed the Span- 
ish border and was on his way through 
France, presumably on a journey to 
Rome. 

Several more churches and Catholic 
religious houses were burned and 
sacked in provincial cities today, in 
spite of the fact that martial law had 
been declared in most of the larger 
centers. 

After a five-hour session the cabi 


‘net decided to place Minister of the 


Interior Maura in full charge of main 
tenance of public erder, and empow 
ered him to take whatever steps were 
necessary to meet the sittfation. 

Maura announced that he was pre- 
pa xd to declare martial law through- 
out Spain if necessary. 

The cabinet demanded the resizna- 
tion of the provincial governors at 
Alicante, Cadiz, Cordova and Malaga 
for alleged laxity. 

Maura informed proprietors of Ma- 
drid newspapers that the government 
was considering the establishment of 
censorship unless “injurious” stories 
were eliminated and no photographs 
of the recent disorders published. 

At Seville, the captain-general was 
informed that many farmers were 


‘heavily armed, sayin; they had heard 


of a “communist revolt” and were pre- 
pared to fight. 

A nation-wide investigation of police 
forces, civil guards and provincial gov- 
-ernors was ordered by the cabinet at 
its night session. 

The action resulted from the gov- 
ernment’s belief that. some officials 
have not been stern enough in dealing 
with the situation. 

Twenty-nine chiefs of police or 
their lieutenants, several officers of 
the civil guards, and one secretary of 
a provincial government were dis- 
charged for alleged incompetency. 

It was reported that some provin- 
cial governors were to be displaced.

POPE PIUS TO SPEAK 
~ IN THREE LANGUAGES

| VATICAN CITY, May 13.—(?)}— 
|Pope Pius XI will speak in three 
languages, Italian, French and Ger- 
man, when he delivers his radio ad- 
dress Friday before 10,000 labor rep- 
resentatives celebrating the fortieth 
anniversary of the rerum novarum en- 
cyclical of Pope Leo X1II. 

He plans to talk ten minutes in 
each tongue and give the substance of 
his address three times. He is ex- 
pected to touch briefly .on his forth- 
coming encyclical on labor, moderniz- 
ing to present conditions the noted 
pronouncements of Pope Leo. 

Following his address Monsignor 
Francis J. Spellman, of Whitman, 
Mas... will speak for a half-hour, giv- 
ing the English translation and de- 
scribing the ceremony to radio lis- 
teners, 

The Vatican radio station will be- 
gin broadcasting at 5 p. m. (12 
oclock noon, eastern daylight time). 

Some time toward the end of May 
the pontiff will issue an encyclical on 
labor, supplementing the famous en- 
cyclical on the same question by Pope 
Leo XIII. It is believed that in this 
encyclical he will supplement the pas- 
toral letter of the archibishops and 
bishops in the United States of Sep 
tembe:, 1919.

The margim 
of strength between the two parties 
is so close in the new senate, just 
as it is in the lower house, that the 
change of one republican vote would 
probably be a deciding factor.

United States Attorney W. A. Boo-| 
tle. however, has charged that Holt’s | 
indebtedness to the bank at its failure 
on March 14, 1929, was in excess of | 
$100,000—or more than the combined | 
capital and surplus of $100,000. The | 
10 per cent allowed amounts to only | 
$10,000, 

The direct examination of Emil 
Smith, special agent of the depart- 
ment of justice, by Mr. Bootle was 
concluded at noon and for the re-. 
mainder of the day Wallace Miller, | 
representing the Holts, conducted : 
detailed cross-examination. Mr. Mil- | 
ler had not concluded when court re- 
cessed, and Mr. Smith will return to 
the stand Thursday morning. 

Mr. Bootle began his examination 
of Mr. Smith Tuesday morning. The 
witness conducted the investigation 
of the Sandersville bank, and it was | 
on information obtained by him that 
the indictments were drawn. He was | 
the fourth government witness called 
to the stand, 

Outstanding Notes. 

The general trend of Mr. Smith's 
testimouy has been to show how the 
Holts have manipulated the cash 
funds of the bank by discounting the 
alleged worthless notes, all of which, 
the evidence showed, were outstanding 
and unpaid at the suspension of the 
bank. Many of the transactions were 
dated back in 1927, it was shown. 

Figuring in the testimony of Mr. 
Smith today was the Auto Trading 
Company. of Augusta, one of the in-| 
terests of ©. J. May, former vice 
president of the Sandersville bank. 
May is under indictment in comfhection | 
with the failure but is not now on 
trial. 

Mr. Smith showed by the records 
of the bank that an Auto Trading 
Company note of $10,000 was dis- 
counted by the institution on No- 
vember 26, 1927. The Holt Banking | 
Company, he said, received a $5,000 
eredit, and by the following Decem- 
ber 7 the entire amount had _ been 
withdrawn. The other $5,000, it was 
shown, took up a prior note of the| 
trading company. | 

The only collateral on the note, Mr. 
Smith said, was a bill of sale to the 
stock and equipment of the Augusta 
company which amounted to less than 
$2.000 in value. 

The evidence showed that the orig- 

inal note was not available because 
of split-ups and renewals from time 
to time. Mr. Smith pointed out, how- 
ever, that with a «redit of $1,830, 
the renewal notes were outstanding 
at the bank’s Suspension in March, 
1929. 
At the time of that transaction, 
Mr. Smith said, the O. J. May Auto 
Company—alleged by Mr. Bootle 10 
be a “sham” or “dummy” partner- 
ship—owed $8,350 to the bank. 
With the discount of the $10,000 note, 
Mr. Bootle charged that May's in- 
debtedness to the bank had exceeded 
the $10,000 limit of an individual, 
and brought about a false report to 
the comptroller of the currency.

dicative of a trend. 

All three—Senators La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, for the republican inde- 
pendents; Hastings, of Delaware, for 
the republicans, and Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, for the democrats—dwelt largely 
upon economics. Neither of them men- 
tioned prohibition. 

La Follette outlined problems which 
he said “must be squarely faced.” 
They included the depression; the 
tariff, power regulation, farm relief 
and armament reduction. 

Hastings forecast the renomination 
of President Hoover. He contended 
chances for victory would fluctuate 
“just as the economic condition’ re- 
mains depressed or improved,” adding 
that republicans would not permit op- 

nents to blame the G. O. P. for the 

usiness slump unless they suggest 
specific remedies. He predicted that 
these remedies probably will be “im- 
practicable or dangerous.” 

Walsh held that democrats represent 
the mass of the people, and will de- 
clare for a program to aid the farmer 
and the worker. He suggested as prob- 
able points in the legislative program 
of his party a five-day week, denuncia- 
tion of injunctions in labor disputes, 
public utilities regulation, and’ in- 
creased taxes on those best able to 
bear the burden if money should be 
needed to meet the treasury deficit. 

These speeches were made under the 
sponsorship of the National League 
of Women Voters, while Senator 
Brookhart, republican independent, of 
Iowa, discussed his suggestion for a 
‘progressive’ movement in the repub- 
lican presidential: primaries. He said 
most of the favorable reaction to his 
proposal had come from the three 
states the presidefft will visit on three 
successive days.

Prisons Produced 
Classics. 


The case of the Russian govern- 
ment’s banishment of a young writer, 
Dimitri Ponitch, to a Caucasian re- 
sort in order “to tear him away from 
the whirl of life in Moscow and to 
enforce on him the solitude so neces- 
sary for the development of his genius” 
brings to mind the fact that some of 
the greatest masterpieces of the 
world’s. literature were composed in 
jail. 

The centuries are crowded with the 
names of illustriotis convicts, from the 
sixteenth century that saw the rogue 
and craftsman, Benvenuto Cellini, in 
the clutches of the authorities to the 
nineteenth when the foremost writer 
of the day—Oscar Wilde—wrote the 
strange apology for his life, “De Pro- 
fundis,” from a cell in Reading Gaol. 

Sir Walter Raleigh wrote his great 
work, “History of the World,” in the 
Bloody tower, after he was convicted 
of political intrigues, and Charles of 
Orleans, defeated at Agincourt and 
for years a prisoner of the English, 
“5 eta his ballads and verses in 
jails. 

They make a multi-colored pageant, 
these great prisoners of history. John 
Bunyan, eongeee ‘Pilgrim's Prog- 
ress,’ a work that with Thomas a 
Kempis’ “Imitation” rivals for second 
place, after the Bible, as one of the 
most read books of all times, and 
Daniel Defoe, author of “Robinson 
Crusoe.” 

Defoe, languishing in Newgate pris- 
on as the consequence of injudicious 
political pamphlets, ignored stone 
walls and iron bars and enjoyed a 
sort of substitute for liberty by his 
connections with the world of- free 
men through literature. 

It is curious but true that Defoe 
edited from prison a “Review,” an or- 
gan which was continued after his 
release, just as much as Joseph Cail- 
laux, many times French finance min- 
ister, wrote his ablest exposes on 
French and international finance from 
a cell in the Sante prison.

One of greater fame than Defoe 
and Caillaux wrote a book in jail 
that is a monument for all time. 
is probably the greatest romance of | 


satire and chivalry that the world has | 


ever seen. The writer was Cervantes, | 
creator of “Don Quixote.”

As the man who carries a pistol consciously or subconsciously 
watches for opportunities to use it and stands his ground where he 
might retreat if he had no weapon, so the nation that has built up a 
great military machine is eager to use it in action. 

What man can build a machine and without impatience postpone the 


trial of it? 


Yet what is true of emperors and even of governménts dominated 
by military cliques is not true of democracies. 

In America the men who make a profession of warfare and live in 
readiness te justify their training have no power to declare war. 

Congress alone has that power, and armament does not tempt con- 
gressmen to make war any more than a policeman’s weapons tempt the 


private citizen to pick a quarrel with his neighbor. 
America can be trusted with armament.

More Than Hour Required 
To Repair Damage Done 
in Underpass. 


Street car service in West End was 
tied up for more than an hour Tues- 
day when it was found that the cables 
supporting the trolley wires had been 
cut.

TARIFF TS DEFENDED 


BY SENATOR REED 


ATLANTIC CITY, May 13.—(”)— 
Addressing the Pennsylvania Bankers’ 
Association today, United States 
Senator David A. Reed, of Pittsburgh, 
accused congress of listening to propa- 
ganda for the removal of tariffs, the 
cancellation of war debts, unreason- 
able appeals of various groups and 
cowardice in dealing with the de- 
mands of World War veterans. 

He ‘declared congress had learned 
costly lessons in its attempt to con- 
trol wheat and would learn another, 
which will soon be apparent, from the 
soldiers’ bonus. He said the federal 
government at the end of the present 
fiscal year would show a deficit of 
close to a billion dollars partially: as a 
result of its costly mistakes. 

“I can not see how the cancellation 
of international war debts will aid in 
the return of national prosperity,” as- 
serted Mr. Reed. “Since the debts will 
have to be paid by somebody, cither 
the taxpayers of one country or an- 
other, our prosperity will not be aid- 
ed if the burden is shifted to the peo- 
ple who raised the loans.” 

Speaking of the war veterans, Sen- 
ator Reed said: 

“It is entirely proper for the gov- 
ernment to care for veterans really in 
human distress, but just because a 
man served his country in time of 
need, the idea he has the right to 
eall on the national treasurer for 
money is shocking. The costly lesson 
learned from the soldiers’ bonus will 
be clearly apparent later.”

SAN QUENTIN PRISON, May 13 
(UP)—Emma Le Doux, Stockton 
“trunk murderess,” has resumed her 
life just where she left off five years 
ago.

Racket’ Inquiry 


NEW YORK, May 13.—()—The 
involved bank accounts of Henry Miro, 
“king of the policy racket” in Harlem, 
and his inability to tell of the $1,250,- 
000 which passed through his hands 
in four years, brought about his ar- 
rest on a charge of perjury today. He 
was held in $15,000 bail for a hearing 
Friday. 

The arrest was made a moment aft- 
er he had taken the stand for the 
afternoon session in the investigation 
into the magistrates’ courts of New 
York. He had spent the morning under 
cross-examination, and both the pros- 
ecutor and Commissioner Samuel Sea- 
bury, who is conducting the inquiry, 
had expressed annoyance at his ap- 
parent reluctance to explain his finan- 
cial operations. 

Fifteen years ago; when he was 16 
and had “less than a dime to my 
name,” Miro came to the United 
States from Porto Rico. He spent 
eight years as a common laborer, and 


then became interested in the “policy 
game” or “numbers racket.” 


The game consists in the sale of 
tickets each day and the payment of 
extremely long odds to winners. The 
winners are those who guess certain 
digits in the day’s treasury report, or 
other statistical statements. 

In Harlem, the negro colony o° 
New York. “numbers” flourished. 
Even though the individual tickets 


usually sold for only a few cents, Miro 
was able to put away $14,000 in 1927, 
$235.000 in 1928, $380,000 in 1929 
and $621,000 in 1930. 

The perjury charge was based cr 
the allegation that Miro, when he was 
a witness before Commissioner Sea- 
bury several weeks ago, testified that 
he had only one bank account, and 
that it never amounted to more than 
$8.500. When he appeared today he 
was confronted with photostatic copies 
of bank records which indicated that 
$8,500 was a conservative estimate of 
his balance. 

“If I am wrong.” he said, “I am 
wrong, ead I am willing to take what 
comes to me.”

HUGE MIRROR TNE 


Giant Reflector Will Be 
Ready for Use in Three 
More Years. 


PASADENA, Cal., May 13.—(UP) 
A new process in the manufacture of 
reflectors from pulverized quartz will 
enabl. the new observatory at’ the 
California Institute of Technology to 
be ready for scientific use within the 
next two or three years, according to 
officials of the university. 

The observatory, when completed, 
will have an astral telescopic range 
30 times greater than that of Mount 
Wilson observatory, at present _ the 
largest in the world. 

By a process of fusing pulverized 
quartz into a perfect mirror. the 
manufaeturing of a reflector for the 
institute’s observatory has been re- 
dueed from 15 years to five. 

Those supervising the plans for the 
new observatory have been authorized 
to announce that every’ essential 
problem involved in producting a 54,- 
000-pound reflector for the telescope 
has been solved. 

Experimented With Smaller Ones. 

In order to make this reflector two 
smaller quartz reflectors had to be 
imperfections 
that might possibly occur in the fin- 
ished work could be avoided.

smaller ones, experts in charge of the 
construction of the 200-inch reflector 
said they expected to avoid imperfec- 
tions in the larger one.
